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OTWITHSTANDING the numer- 

ous Inſtitutions of Charity which are 
extantinthisnation,thereare many diſtreſſes 
which are ſtill unrelieved, and many wants 
which are ſtill unſupplied. It is not to be 
expected that any proviſion of human policy 
can wholly extirpate wretchedneſs and igno- 
rance; and while that inequality of condi- 
tion, which ariſes from the nature and con- 
ſtitution of things, prevails in the world, the 
poor muſt be allowed their humble claim 
on the generoſity of the rich. 


The ſame providential Hand that has per- 
mitted the exiſtence of evil, s implanted 
and encouraged in the hum+n' breaſt, a 
principle of benevolence to reſtrain and al- 
leviate it. The precepts of Chriſtianity are, 
perhaps, in no inſtances, better exemplified, 
than in attemps to comfort the afflicted, to 


aſſiſt 
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aſſiſt the induſtrious, and to inſtruct the 


ignorant. 


For this purpoſe more particularly, Cha- 
rity-Schools are maintained in many parts 
of the country, and eſpecially in the me- 
tropolis; of the utility of which there can 
be no doubt. 


In places where extenſive manufactories 
aro eſtabliſhed, the childrenaretaught to be 
of ule to their parents and maſters in their 
childhood; and their time is ſo wholly en- 
groſſed in their occupations, that few oppor- 
tunities remain of their gaining even the 
lowelt degree of learning: when they grow 
up, they are therefore found in the groſſeſt 
Ignorance with reſpect to religion and mora- 
lity; and, as what they poſſeſs not themſelves, 
they cannot communicate to others, it be- 
comes che inheritance of their poſterity, and 
is entailed from generation to generation. 
The conſequence too frequently is, a total 
thoughtleſſneſs about their moral duties, and 
the important concerns of a future ſtate. 
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To remedy this evil, the Inſtitution of 
[ Sunday-Schools has been ſuggeſted, and in 
| ſeveral parts of the country has happily pro- 
duced the moſt ſalutary effects. Very re- 
ſpedtable authorities have teſtified to the 
pleaſing alteration which has been derived 
from them, in the behaviour, language, 
| and manners of the children. 


The benevolent mind that has beheld 
the Anniverfary-Meeting of the Charity- 
Schools of this City, and compares the pre- 
| ſent comfortable ſituation of the children 
|, with the filthineſs, rags, and vicious igno- 
rance in which they muſt have otherwiſe 
been left, will ſcarcely forbear wiſhing that 
fuch benefits may be extended, and the © 
example followed, whereyez, and as far, 


as it may be practicable. *

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| To promote the extenſjve influence and 
advantage of ſuch Schools; to give the chil- 
dren an opportunity of knowing what the 
{acred oracles contain; and above all, to 
reſcue them from low habits of vice and idle- 


neſs, 


e 
neſs, and to initiate them into a moral and 
religious courle of life, are the ends herein 


propoſed. 


The influence of the Plan may indeed be 
felt comparativelyleſsin London, where nu- 
merous Schools already exiſt; but it is rea- 
ſonable to hope, that it will produce the moſt 
beneficial conſequences in the country ma- 
nufatturing towns and villages; where inſti- 
tutions of this kind are ſeldom eſtabliſhed, 
and-are of more difficult acceſs. 


It is matter of congratulation to the pre- 
ſent age, that the mutual animoſities which 
have in former times diſunited the profeſſors 
of the Chrill an Faith, have now given way 
toa more liberal conſtrugtion of each other's 
motives: and ve every man enjoys with 
freedom the righ-s of prix ate judgment, all 
| denominations canconeurin promoting the 
common intereſts; z and, by cheriſhing ge- 
nuine Chriſtian principles 1n the minds of 
children, prevent the corruption of morals, 


and advance the peace and felicity of their 
country.

FOR THE 


SUNDAY-SCHOOL SOCIETY, 


Eſtabliſhed in LON DON. 
I. T HIS Society ſhall conſiſt of a Pre- 


ſident, four Vice-Preſidents, a 
Treaſurer, and all the Governors. 


II. A ſubſcription of one guinea per 
annum ſhall * conſtitute the ſubſcriber a 


Governor during the continuance of his 


ſubſcription. 


III. A donation of ten guineas or up- 
wards at one time, or within the year, ſhall 
conſtitute the donor a Governor for life ; 
and all contributions, however ſmall, will 
be gratefully accepted. 
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IV. A General Meeting ſhall be held on 

the ſecond Wedneſday in January, April, 

July, and October; at which Meetings 
ſeven Governors ſhall conſtitute a Board. 


V. The Preſident, Vice-Preſidents, or 
Treaſurer, or any ſeven of the Committee, 
ſhall haye power to call a General Meet- 
ing, giving one week's notice in the public 
papers. 


VI. A Committee of twenty-four, to 
conſiſt equally of members of the Churchof 
England and Proteſtant Diſſenters, ſhall be 
annually choſen from among the Governors, 
at the General Meeting in January, who ſhall 
et the laſt Wedneſday in every month 
for conducting the affairs of the Society.
